By the enactment of Section VII of Act EX 
of 1847, it was laid down that the power of 
Government to take possession of islands and 
churs thrown up in a largé,and navigable river, 
liable to be taken poscession \of by Government 
under Clause 8, Section IV, Regulation XI of 
1825 of the Bengal Code, and to proceed to the 
assessment and settlement of the same, should be 
regulated by the results of the inspection of a 
new map, to be prepared as directed under Sec- 
tion IT of that Act. 


Under this provision of the law, ten years 
must elapse after the Government approval of the 
Revenue Survey of a District, before the Govern- 
ment can take any action to assert its right to 
the-possession or assessment of any island or chur 
‘as above described. 

In the meantime it has been found that par- 
ties, who have no rights at all, take possession of 
such islands, without the power of any interfer- 
ence on the part of Government, and that on 
ome occasions contentions and disputes have 
‘arisen between neighbouring landed proprietors 
or other parties for the possession of such islands. 

To obyiate these evils, and to empower Govern- 
ment at once, on the appearance of such an 
island, to take immediate possession of, the same, 
with a view to its assessment and settlement, the 
accompanying Bill has been brought in,
